N thefirſt at, his Maicſtie ratifeis and appreuis the 

trew profeſlioni ofthe Goſpell, fincerr preaching of the 
word, and adminiſtratioun ofthe Sacramentis , preſently Il of 
be the gudenes of God eſtabliſhit within this Realme: & I be 
allowis ofthe confeſfioun ofthe faith ſerdoun beadte of I of 
Parliamentrthe firſt zeir of his Maicſties Regne. Lykeas Wſ vp 
his Hicnes not only profeſſis the fame in al finceritie, bot WE uit 
prayſit be God, 1s cum to that maturitie of indgement,be IU eu 
reidingand heiring the word of God that his Hienesis I to 
ableto conuince and ouerthrawe bethe doftrine ofthe W qu 
Prophetis and Apoſtles , the moſt learnirof the contrary I his 
ſet oftheaduerſaries : Sua that: as Platoatfirmes that co-Iſ tiz; 
moun wealth to be moſt happie, quhairin ane Phuloſo-Iſ ho! 
phour regnis, or he thatregnis, isanePhiloſophour: we the 
may mekle mair cſteeme Sis countrie of Scotland tobe ll Go 
fortunat,quhairin our King is ane Theologue,8c his hart Iſ vnc 
repleniſhit with the knawledge of the heauenly Philoſo-M pri 
phic, forthe comfort notonely of his gude ſubictts and Go 
freinds in yther countries, bot of them that profesſis the in 

oſpell eucriequhair : He being ane King of great 
/ 4 nadie _—_ his birthricht hath _ __ eſtan 
and prouydit great kingedomes,bot mekill mair his Hic- 
nes yertew , godlines and1carning , and daylic —_ 
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all heauenly ſciences, dois promeis and aſſure him of the 
michrie proteftion of God, and fauoure of all them that 


faris his hoty Name. 
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N the ſecoiidatt, his Maieſtics royall authoritie ower 
all eſtaires, both ſpirituall and remporall , is confirmur. 
thilk act, ſome ot malice,and vtheris of ignorance dois 
traduce, as githis Maicſtie pretendit to be callit the heid 
ofthe Kirk, Anenamcquhilk his Maicſt.acknawlegis to 
beproperand peculiar tothe ſonne of God, the Sauiour 
ofthe warld, quha is the hcid, and beſtowes lite ſpirituall 
ypoun the members of his miſticall bodie : and he ha- 
uing reſauit the holie ſpreit in all aboundance , makis 
eacric ane of the faichfull pertakers thairof, according 
to the meſure of faith beſtowit ypoun thame. Of the 
quhilk number of the faichfull vnder the hcid Chriſt, 
his Maieſt, acknawlegis him ſelfe to beane member,bap- 
tzitin his name, partaker ofthe myſteric ofthe croceand 
holie communioun, and attending with the faithtull for 
the cumming ofthe Lord, and the finall reſtirutioun of 
Goddis cleft. And notwithſtanding his Maieſticſurelye 
ynderſtandis bethe Scriptures, that he is the cheife and 
__ member, appointed bethe lawe of God to ſee 
Godglorifiir, vice puniſhit , and vertue mainteinit with- 
in his realme: andthe ſoucraine iudgement for ane godly 
quictnes andordour in the commoun wealth, to apper- 
teineto his Hienes cair and (ollicirude . Quhilk power 8& 
authoritie of his hienes, certaine Miniſters, being callir 
beforc his Maicſt, for their ſeditious & faQtious ſermons 
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and ſtciring vp of the people to rebellion aganis their na- 
tiucKing, bethe inſtigatioun of ſindrie vnquiet ſpirits, 
wald in na waycs acknawlege, botdiſclamit his Maieſt, 
authoricie, as ane incompetent Iudge. And ſpecially ane 
callit M. eAnaroHMeluile, ancambitious man, of ane 
falrand fyric humour, viurping rhe pulpit of Sandrois 
without anclavwtull calling, and privie arthat tyme to 
ccrtaine conſpiraceis attemptit aganis his Maieltic and 
Croun, went aboutin his ſermon vpon ane Sonday, to 
inflamethe harris ofthePcople, be odious compariſons 
of his Maicſtics progenitours and counſale: Albeit the 
dewrtic of ane faichtull Preachour of the Golpell bera- 
ther to cxhort the pzople tothe obedience of theirna- 
tiuc King, nor bepopular ſermonis, quhilk hes benerhe 
eucrſiounand decay of great cities and common welthiz, 
and hes greatly 1n times bygane diſquietir this eſtate, to 
rrouble and perturbe the countrey.The ſaid CM, _Anaro, 
callit before his Hienes,preſumptcouſlican{werit,that he 
wald not be tugit bethe King and Counſale, becauſche 
had {pok in the ſamein pulpit, quhilk pulpit, in effeR, he 


allegit ro beeximir from the Inugementand correction of 


Priaces. As gitthat holic place, ſanCtifcitrothe wordot 


God, & to the brekking of the bread of like, micht beane 
cullor to ony ſediuon 19 word or deid , aganisthe law: 
full authoritic , without puniſhment . Alwayis his 
Maicſtie{ being of him ſelte ane maiſt gratious Prince ) 
was nor willing to haue yſit ony rigour aganis the ſayde

ledgir his oftence, and crauir pardon; quha notwithſtan- 
ding 
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ling affrayitof his awin gyltines, being priuieto dyuers 
con{piraceis of before , fled into the Realme of England. 
quhais nauchty and preſumptuous refuſing of his Hie- 
nes judgement , was the occafioun of the making of 
the ſecound att, T hat nanc foulde declyne his Hienes 
anhoritye : 1n reſpe&t that the commoun prouerbe 


beiris , Ex malis moribus bone leges nate ſunt , that 
is, Of cuill maners gude Lawes procede . And in 
yerie dcid it laketh not anc richt intollcrable arro- 
rancie in ony ſubicR , callit before his Prince, profeſ- 
ling, & authoriſing the ſaminreuth , to diſclame his au- 
toritic : nether do the Prophetes, Apoſtles, nor vthers 
conduCtic be the ſpiritof God , miniler the lyke exam- 
ple . For it isagreaterrour toaffirme, as mony do, that 
Princes and Magiſtrats hes only power to take ordour 
in ciuile effaires , and that Eccleſiaſticall maters dois 
only belang tothe miniſtrie.Be quhilk meanis, the Pape 
of Rowze hes exemit him ſelf & his clergic from all iuge- 
nent of Princes, and hes made himſeltro be Iuge of l - 
es ,andto beiugit of na man:quhair as , bethe contrair, 
ot only be the examples of the godly gouernouris, Iuges 
nd Kings of the ancient Teſtament , botalſo be thenew 
ne Mctament, and the haill hiſtory of the primitiue kirk,in 
oy. M<quhilk , the Emperours iugeit ouer the Biſhoppes of 

e, depoſit them from their ſeates , appoihtir Tudges. 
bcognoſce and decyde in cauſisEcclefiaſticall, vindicar 
mocent men , as Athanaſimns , from the determinatioun 
.Withe concile haldin at Tyrws , and be —_—_ rea» 

uns, quhilk fall be ſet doun, be thegrace of God, 1a anc 
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ſcuerall work , falbe ſufficiently proucn and verifeir. Bot 
this appeareth ar chis preſcat to be ane vatymely and vn- 
profirable queſtioun, quhilk hes no ground vpoun their 
parte, botofthe prepoſterus imitatioun of the pretendir 
wrifdiction of the Papeof Rome. For gittheir were ony 
queſtion in this land, of hereſic, quhairby the pry 
myſtereis of the Scriptures behouir to be ſcarchit furth, 
his Maicſtic wald yſethe ſamin remedy[as mailt expedi- 
cat )quhilk the maiſt godly Emperouris hes vſir: and his 
Mateſtic, following their example, wald conuene the 
coun(cll of learnir paſtours, that be conference of Scri 
rures , the yeritic micht be opinnit , and herefie repeal 
Bor,praiſit be God, we haue no fic controucrſies 1n this 
land,nather hes there ony herefic taken onydeperuteit 
the cuntrey : bot cerrane of the miniſtrie, ioyning than 
ſclfis ro rebellis, hes traucllitto difquict the eſtate with 
fic queſtiouns, that the people micht imbraceane finiſts T 
opinioun of his Maicſtics vpright proceidinges andE 
tiouns micht benuriſhic and intertenyit in the cuntrycM qul 
Nather 1s it his Maicſt. meaning norumention in ony lon at 
totak away the lawfull and ordinarie iudgement in tha tha 
Kirk , quhairby diſcipline andgude ordourrtriche decay qub 
bot rather to preſerue,maintene,% increfle rhe Erme. And & b 
asthairis1n the Realme Tuſtices , Conſtables , Shirrethg one 
Proueſtis, Bailleis, and vtheris Iudges intemporall maſtilm 
teris, Sahis Maicſtic alowtth , thatall things micht bEÞthe| 
done inordour, andane godly harmonic may be pre Fl at 
ned 1n the haill cſtair , rhe ſyoodall aſſembleis, be tgprot 
Biſchoppes. or commiſſionaris quhairthe place yakis, with 
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be connenittwyſe inthezeir, to haucthe ordinarietryell 
of materis belonging to the miniſtrie and thair eſtair : 
Alwayes reſcruing to his Hienes , that gif they or ony 
of thame do amiſle , negle&rheir dewty , diſquiet the e- 
ſtare, or offend in ſic maner 8 ſorr , that they in no wayes 
pretend rhatimmunitie priuilege & excmprioun quhilk 
onely was inuentit be the Papes of Rome , to tred vn- 
der fure the ſceptres of Princes , and to eſtabliſh ane Ec- 
cefiaſticall tyrannie within this cuntrey, vnder pretext 
of new 1nventit preſbyreries, quhilk nather ſould anſwer 
tothe King, norbiſhop vnder his Maieſt. bot ſould hane 
anc infinir 1ariſdiftion, as nather the law of God, nor mi 
can tolerate . Quhilk is only his Maieſt. intentioun to 
repreſs, and notto tak away ony godly or ſolide ordour 
inthe Kirk,as heirefrer fall appeir. 
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He ferd a& of his Maieſt.forcſaid Parliament,diſchar- 
ges all iugementis Eccleſiaſticall, and all aflembleis 
quhilk ar notallowit be his Maicſt.in Parliamer, quhilk 
ll at S$ecialty concernis theremouing and diſcharging of 
Ml that lait inuentir inthis land , callitthe preſbyrerie: 
quhairm anenſiber of miniſteris of ane certane precinct 
\odl & bounds, accompring rchame ſelfis all ro be equall,with- 
hell ont ony difference , & | ———_ vnto thame certane'gE- 
af tilimen and: vtheris of his Maieſtcts ſubicCtis, vſurpir all 
Ml the haill Ecclefialticall inrisdifttionn , and alcerit the law- 
oat chair awin —_— , without the knawledge & ap 
robation of the King or the eſtate . Ane forme of doing 
githout'ony exanpull of ony natioun , _ to ane 
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Chriſtian Prince. The perrell quhairof did fa incres,that 
in cace, in dew ſeaſoun it had not bene repreſfit and for- 
bidden be his Maicſt. lawes , the Gamin had troublit the ll 4 
haill cuntrie. And it being tryit be his Hienes to be the 
ouerthraw of his Maieſt. cftait, the decay of his-Croun, 
and anereddie introductioun to Anabapriſtric and po- 
pular contuſioun in all eſtaites, his Maieſtie hes contra 1 
mandit the ſame. And thatthe Reidar may vnderſtand | © 
the danger thairof be mony incouenientis quhilk thair- 
by inſewit inthisland, I will only ſerdown ane, quhair- I ;

A n6ber of the foirſad S 
pretendit preſbyterie vnderſtanding thairof., conyenit 
them ſelfis on ſonday inthe morning , 8 yung f 
determinar & agreit,that the Miniſteris of Edinburgh (ull 
proclame anc faſting ypon the ſamin monunday ,quhair h 
thric ſcucrall or) Bly one cfter ane vther, madethrie Y*" 
diueris ſermonis inveCtiues aganis the Proueſt, Bailleis, 
and Counſalc for the tyme, and the noble men in the 
cuntrey, quha aſfiſtit the banketat his Maieſt. command. 
The foirlayd preſbyrcrie callit and perſewit thame, and 
ſcarſlic be his Maicſteis authoritie culd be withhaldin 
from cxcommunicating the idis Magiſtratis and noble 
men 
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men, for obeying onely his Hienes lawfull commaund, 
quhilk the law of al cuntreyis,callit #4 gentium ,requyris 
towards Ambaſſadours of foraine ciitreis. And not only 
inthis,bot innumerable vther things, their comandemer 
wes opponit direRly , ynder the pane of excomunicatio, 
tothe K.Maie, 8c his lawes. Quhilk formeof doing inge- 
derit nothing botdiſquietnes,ſedition, & trouble: as may 
manifeſtly appeir , inthat, the ſpeciall authoris of the tm- 
venting , promoting, and aſſiſting of the forrſaid preren- 
dit preſbyrercis, hes toy thameſelfis with his Maicſties 
Rebels : and fleing furth of therealme, in reſpeC&t ofrheir 
giltines, hes diſcoucrit quhat malicious praftiſes wesde 
uyſir amagis thame,gifGod had not in tymeprouidir re- 
nedie.Thevther formeof Iugementquhilk his Maicſtic 
hes diſchargit, isthe generall aſlemblie of the haill Cler- 
ziein the Realme: vnder pretencequhairof, ancnumber 
of Miniſteris from findrie Preſbitereisdid afſemble,with 
bm gentlemEof the countric,quhairofſum forthar tyme 
malcontents ofthe eſtate, ſochr that cullour as fauoriſcris 
ofthe miniſtric, bethequhilk chey haue praCtiſfit mony 
interpriſis in the realme : quhair there wes no certane 
law in Eccleſiaſticall cffaires , bot all dependit vpon the 
ayd generall conuentioun , quhair the lawes of the Kirk 
were alterabill cfcr the pluralitie of yotis , quhilk for 
the maiſt part ſuccedit ynto the maiſt yalearnit of the 
mulcitude. This generall aſſemblic amagis vther things 
dd appoint and agric with his Maicſt. regentis in his 
Hienes migoritie, that the eſtate of biſhoppes ( quhulk is

4 F have ſpokin before. Nether was there ony vther ap- 
ir © pearaunce thar they ſould haue ſtayit from fic daylic al- 
trations in the commoun wealth , quhilk could not 
bot continually be diſquiertit , quhair the law of con- 
ſcience, quhilk rhey maintenit be the ſword of curling, 
wes ſubic@ to {ic mutationis, at the arburiment of ane 
mmber , quhairof the maiſt part had not greatlic raiſtir 
of learning . Atrour the foreſaid aſlemblic wes ac- 
aſtumit nor onely to preſcryue the lawe to the King 
andeſtate , botalſo did at certane tymes appoint gene- 
all faſtingis throughout the Realme, ſpecially quhen 
lme faftioners inthe cuntrey was to mouc ony great 
interpriſe . For at the faſt , all the Miniſteris wes. 
commandit be the ſayde afſemblie to fing one 
ſong , and to crye out vpoun the abuſes, as they ter- 
mitit, of the Court and eſtate for theryme : quhair- 
by 1t is maiſt centaine great alterationis to haue en- 
ſewit 1n this land , quhill at the gude pleaſour of 
God , and his bliſing rowardis his Maicſtie, the __ 
of the laſt faſt wes diſconerit , and his Hienes 
&lyucrit from fic attemptatis : quhairby his Maieſtie 
hathe bene iuſtly mouit to diſcharge ſic conuentionis

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Bot ſpecially his Maicſt.had no ſmall eccaſton, quhairas 
theſamin aſlemblic being conuenir at Edinburgh, the 

day of did authoriſe and avow the fat 
props at Ruthve, mchetaking of his Hiencs maiſt no- 
le perſone. Thequhilk deid, notwirhſtanding his Ma- 
teſtie withtheaduyſe of his eſtates in Parliamenthes ac- 
compted to be treſſonable, the (aid aſſemblic eſteming 
their iugemetto bethe ſoueraine iugemet of the realme, 
hes not only approvin the ſame , bot ordanit all thame 
to be excommunicatquha wald not ſubſcryue & allow 
the ſamin . Suatheaftisvf this aſlemblie, and the lawes 
of rhe eſtate direAly techtand in ciuill matcris, with the 
quhilk the afſemblic ſould not haue midlic , it behouit 
his Hienes,ether todiſcharge him ſelf ofthe Crowneor 
the miniſtric of that forme of aſlemblie, quhilk in very 
did, in the ſelf, withoutthe Kings Maicſties licenceand 
approbation culd not be lawtull.Lyke as gencrall cour- 
cilts at no tyme could gudely afſemble, bot bethe com- 
mandement of the Emperour for thetyme: 8 our King 
hathno les power within his awnerealme , than ony of 
thame had in the Empyre. Zea,the Biſhop of SautFaaruu 
had nor, in tyme of Poperie, powerto convene thebi- 
ſhops and clergic, out of his awne Dioceſe, withoutli 
cence impetrat before of his Hienes moſt noble proge- 
uitours of gude memorie, and the eauſisthairof intimat 
andallowit. Notwithſtanding , that his Maicſties in- 
tentioun and meaning may fullelie be vnderſtaund, It 
is his Hienes will, that the Biſhop or Commiſſionar 
otony dioceſc or prouince, or part thairob,fal at _ vi-

fratioun __ in cuery paroche, according to the gret- 
nes thairof,fum honeſt, vertuous anddiſcreit men,to con- 
cur and aſſiſt the Miniſter , and to hauethe ouerſichr , and 
ccaſure of the maners and behawiour of the people of 
that parochin . and giftheir be ony notable offence wor- 
thie of puniſhtnent,that the Biſhop and Commiſſionar be 
aduerriſit thairof,quha ſhall haue ane officer of armes, to 
concur with his decreit , for the puniſhment of vice, and 
executions to follow thair ypoun : that they quha contE- 
vis the godly and lawtull ordour ofthe kirk, may find be 
experience his maicſtics diſpleaſure, and be puuilhit ac» 
cording to their deſeruings. 
And forder , his Maicſtic ypounneceſlare occaſiouns, 

_ may fall turth bedyuers manersof wayis amang 

e clergie, ypoun humble ſupplicatioun maid vnto his 
Hienes will not refuſeto grant them licence to couene: 
Towit,the Biſhoppes , Commiſſioners , and ſome of the 
maiſt yerteous, learnit 8 godly , of their dioccis, quhair 
icEccleſtaſticall maters , asappertenis to the yniformitie 
of dotrine,and conſeruation of ane godly oxdour in the 
kirk , may be intreaxic & coneludit in his. Maieſties awint 
preſence , or ſomeof his Maieſteis honnorable counſell 
quha ſal affiſtfor the time. Quhair,gif neceſlitic ſo require 
ac public faſtthrouchout the hail. Realme may be de- 
cerair, and be his Maieſt , authoxnic proclamirz to auoyd 
the imminent diſpleaſour and daunger of the wraith of 
the Lords iudgements: quhulk is therichrend of publict 
humiliatioun : and not vnder prerexttheirof, to couer fic 
uterpryſes, as hes hcirtofore greatly I trou-

Tu xx.aCt ratifeis and approuis, and reſtabliſis the 
eſtate of rhe biſhoppes within che Realme,to haue 
the oucrſicht and iuriſdictioun , eucric one in their awin 
dioceis. Quhilk formeofgouernama, and reule in Eccle 
ſiaſticall affaires,hes not onely continuit in the kirk ,from 
the dayis of the Apoſtles , be continuall ſucceſſioun of 
tyme, and many Martyrs in that calling ſþ-4 their blude 
for thetreuth : bot alſo, ſen this Realme 1mbracit and re. 
faui: the chriſtian Religioun , the ſame eſtate hes bene 
maintenit, tothe weilfair of the kirk, and quyctnes ofthe 
Realme, without 'ony interruptioun,, quhill within thr 
few zcirs, ſome curious and bufic men haue pratiſit to 
induce inthe Miniſtrie, ane equalitye and'pariticin al 
things, al{weill concerning thepreiching of che words, 
miniſtratioun of the Sacraments, as lykewayes indiſci 
pline, ordour andpolicie.
